Oliver S. Hart Dies 


Oliver S. Hart, senior mem- 
ber of the Rubber City Stamp 
Club of Akron, Ohio, passed 
away at his home, 264 West 
Market Street, Sunday, June 
7th, at 12:30 a. m. Funeral ser- 
vices were held Tuesday, at 
Billow’s Chapel. Burial and 
private services at Painesville, 
Ohio. His widow and one son, 
Montgomery Hart of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, survive him. 

Mr. Hart was a charter mem- 
ber of the Garfield - Perry 
Stamp Club of Cleveland and 
the founder of the Rubber 
City Stamp Club. While at- 
tending the 41st Annual Ban- 
quet of Garfield- Perry at 
Cleveland on March 2ist, he 
was stricken with paralysis 
and was confined to his bed 
until the time of his death. 
Mr. Hart’s passing is a great 
loss to Philately and to Rub- 
ber City Stamp Club. He was 
a grand old man and beloved 
by all who knew him. 











That stamp 
must have been worth $500 or 
more back in 1885, and he GAVE 
it to you?” 


“Yes, gave it to me. Oh, I gave 
him over 500 head of cattle and 
some 1200 acres of Texas land, 
but...” He was stopped by laugh- 
ter and exclamations from the 
gang, but when he could make 
himself heard again he went on: 

I didn’t get stung. What I gave 
him was his already.” 

“Whoa, whoa! This is getting 
worse mixed up than most of your 
stories. He gave you the stamp 
because he liked you, but you gave 
him exchange several thousand dol- 
lars worth of land and cattle, only 
they were his already. I’m getting 
a headache. Suppose you start all 
over again and go slow. Hide your 
stamps, boys. He might take a 
notion to give ’em to us.” 

The Old Timer grinned. ‘Fellow 
can’t be logical with a bunch like 
you, but I’ll try to tell it to you 
in A B CG, so you can follow me. 
Here goes.” 

Back in 1884 (he said) when I 
was young and frisky, I was show- 
ing a friend some Confederate cov- 
vers, and he spoke up and said 
maybe he knew where I could get 
some more. Said that during the 
war his daddy and two brothers 
lived in Texas on different ranches, 
way apart. They were all dead 
now, but two of ’em had sons liv- 
ing on the same old places, and 
that I might dig up some letters 
by writing. to them. 

Mighty little chance, of course, 
but anyway I asked him where they 
lived. One place was near Midland 
and-the: other near Colorado City. 
Then I pricked up my ears, for I 
had a brother living in Colorado 
City. He was going thru there 
staking out a railroad, fell wildly 
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in love with a girl there, threw up 
his job and settled down. Was 
running the local paper and for 
two or three years had been trying 
to get me to come down on a visit, 
promising me all sorts of new 
sights and experiences. Up to then 
I hadn’t cared for it, but with some 
possible stamps in sight it sounded 
better, so in the summer of ’85 I 
went there on my vacation. 

I saw a ranch seven miles 
square, and up in the hills I saw 
dozens of buffalo trails worn eight 
inches deep in solid rock, where 
they followed each other down to 
water, and I saw a lot of other 
things you wouldn’t believe, being 
dumb and ignorant like, so I’ll just 
tell you about the stamp hunt. 

After a few days I spoke to 
Harry about the fellow that I 
wanted to see, and a queer story 
came out. Seems he was living 
right there in town and nobody 
liked him much. Still owned the 
ranch and had men running it, but 
he owned a lot of other property 
too. Handled mortgages and things 
and handled ’em pretty rough. 
Harry took me to one of the old 
residents and he told me the whole 
story. 

Seems this fellow Tom had lived 
on the ranch with his dad and a 
brother, a couple of years younger, 
and Tom got so bossy as the old 
man got in poor health and feeble 
that the younger son, Eddie, could- 
n’t stand it any longer, so he up 
stakes and pulled out.

Tom 
took over the ranch. Said his dad 
had given it to him before he died, 
and as there was nobody to dispute 
his claim, that was all there was 
to it. Little by little Tom had got- 
ten ahead until he moved to town. 

Well, didn’t seem to be much 
use going after a fellow of that 
sort. As Harry said, if he did 
have any stamps he would want 
three times what they were worth. 
While I was thinking it over Harry 
decided to go over to Midland for 
some convention. Said to come 
along and see some more of Texas 
and we would try to get out to the 
ranch near there. 

I went along, and we got out to 
the ranch one morning. We made 
friends with the two middle aged

brothers running it and Harry told 
them what I was after. They said 
they didn’t have a thing in the way 
of old letters; never saved any 
such things. Asked why did I want 
stamps and were amused over what 
they thought was evidently a crazy 
notion. 

Well I talked ahead. Never get 
anywhere by giving up right away, 
like you fellows do. And after 
while one of the brothers spoke 
up suddenly and said “Say, Jim!

STAMP FRAUDS 


The following letter from the 
United States Postoffice Inspector 
at Baltimore, is of interest to all 
who have been victimized in the 
past year by J. Franklin Johnson, 
negro. In printing this letter it 
must be understood that Johnson 
in some cases used names of other 
parties whose reputation has Been 
besmirched by his activities. 

Every effort is being made by 
the Postoffice Inspector to identi- 
fy goods that has been recovered 
and should any of our readers rec- 
ognize any of the names in the 
following letter to which they have 
sent stamps either for sale or on 
approval, they should send as full 
and detailed description as possible 
of the stamps, to the Inspector at 
once. Attempt to describe the 
kind of book or books in which 
the stamps were mounted, if sent 
in approval books and you can 
submit a sample of a similar book, 
do so. No doubt a considerable 
amount of the material that is 
siezed can be returned to the 
rightful owners if it can be identi- 
fied. 


Following is the letter from In- 
spector Brill:

Arrest of J. Franklin Johnson, 
stamp swindler. 

J. Franklin Johnson, colored, 
age 52, was arrested by Post Office 
Inspectors at Philadelphia, Pa., 
May 20, 1931, charged with using 
the mails at Baltimore, Maryland, 
in furtherance of a scheme to de- 
fraud, substantially as follows:

stamps sent to him upon approval, 
promising prompt payment; he 
used firm names exclusively and 
assumed names as “Manager”, 
“Director”, ete. If ordering in 
the name of M. Holman he would 
give as reference, Arthur Tolliver, 
Providence, R. I., or the Hamilton 
Company, Baltimore, or Wabash 
Stamp and Coin Company, Chica- 
go. These were firm names used 
by himself, operated through di- 
rect mailing privileges for which 
individuals located in those cities 
conduct the business of receiving 
mail for customers addressed to 
names agreed upon, and dispatch- 
ing mail so received under cover 
to the home address of the custo- 
mer on a monthly rental charge. 
In this manner reference queries 
reached Johnson at Baltimore and 
he replied to them himself, giving 
a favorable rating and report on 
the firm inquired about. 


Indictment was filed at Balti- 
more March 19, 1931. Johnson 
fled before he could be apprehend- 
ed and resumed operations at 
2057 Lombard Street, Philadelphia, 
under the name of Paramount 
Philatelic Company, Lee M. Greene 
and Donald Greer, managers. 
When arrested a quantity of mix- 
ed stamp collections was found in 
his possession; few of which can 
be identified as to original own- 
ers. He is in jail at Baltimore 
awaiting trial, unable to give bail 
fixed at $2500. He operated un- 
der the following aliases at Balti- 
more: Plymouth Stamp Mart, 
Baltimore Stamp Company, Ham- 
ilton Company, Marquette Com- 
pany, with Lee M. Greene, J. W. 
Johnson, Luther MeNeal, F. John- 
son, etc., as directors and mana- 
gers. At St. Paul, Minn.: Ply- 
mouth Stamp Mart. At Provi- 
dence, R. I.: Arthur Tolliver. At 
New York, N. Y.: M. Holman, 
Kenwood S. Moore Company, S. 
S. Ridgely, Lexington Stamp Com- 
pany. At Chicago, Illinois: Wa- 
bash Stamp & Coin Company, 
The Marquette Company. At Los 
Angeles, Calif.: The California 
Stamp Company. At Philadelphia, 
Pa.: Paramount Philatelic Com- 
pany, S. S. Ridgely, Donald Greer 
(Green), and Lee M. Green. 

In connection with these firm 
names he used a number assumed 
names as individuals managing or 
directing them. 

So far as known he has paid 
for practically none of the stamps 
sent to him on approval for se- 
lection nor has he paid advertis- 
ing bills due a number of reputable 
publishers. 

The example of references fur- 
nished with orders under the name 
of M. Holman describes Johnson’s 
plan with each of his firm names; 
that is to say, he would furnish 
two references with order usually, 
both being firm names used by 
himself through the direct mail- 
ing privilege plan.

On Sept. 23rd, 1931, exactly 20 
years from the day (Sept. 23, 1911) 
when he received the mail from 
Frank Hitchcock, P. M. G. and flew 
the first air mail in this —7 at 
Garden City Estates, N. , Earle 
Ovington the first Pilot yr 
sioned by the P. O. Department will 
fly the mail on A. M. 33 from Los 
Angeles, Cal. to Tucson and return.

Graf Zepp at Akron 

Dr. Eckner is considering if it 
will be possible to take the Graf 
Zeppelin to Akron, Ohio, to do 
honor and salute the new American 
Dirigible ZRS-4 “Akron” when it 
takes the air in August of this 
year. This will of course depend 
upon its return from the Polar 
Flight to meet Sir Hubert Wilkins 
“Nautilus”, and whether the same 
may interfere with its two pro- 
jected flights to South America 
this fall. This would make a won- 
derful spectacle, in the meeting of 
these giants of the air on that truly 
momentous occasion. 

New CAM Covers 

The Birmingham addition to A. 
M. 33 on May 30th brought a nice 
cachet with Vulcan holding a plane 
aloft, in purple. 

On the same day, Duluth was 
added to A. M. 9 and a cachet in 
green picturing an Aerial Lift 
Bridge was applied. Received a 
cover also by this flight from T. A. 
Wiking posted at Proctor, Minn. 

The June 2nd extensions of this 
route to North Dakota cities 
brought Valley City, cachet pictur- 
ing the Court House; Jamestown, 
a tractor in the wheat field; Bis- 
mark, the Liberty Bridge, and 
Mandan, an Indian Chief overlook- 
ing the farm. 

We believe these cachets to be 
the best efforts of the department 
to date.

A Wonderful Old-Time 
Accumulation 


The news that Messrs. Stanley 


Gibbons, Ltd. = 391, Strand, Lon- 
don, W. C. 2, have bought the en- 


tire stock of postage stamps, etc., 
of the old-established firm of W. S. 
Lincoln, is of particular interest to 
collectors as these are the two 
oldest firms in the English stamp 
trade (dating from 1856 and 1859 
respectively) and their names have 
been household words wherever 
stamps are collected for three- 
quarters of a century. 

The purchase price is not stated, 
but it is believed to be the largest 
sum ever paid in cash for a stock 
of postage stamps. It will be re- 
membered that Messrs. Stanley 
Gibbons, Ltd. were the buyers, 
some years ago, of the stocks of 
the well known Strand dealers, 
Hugo Griebert and W. H. Peckitt, 
while only last year they acquired 
the British Empire stock of another 


London dealer, valued at about 
£25,000. 
The W. S. Lincoln stock was, for 


the most ae bought by him many 
years ago, and much of this old- 
time stock still remains. It is there- 
fore wonderfully strong in large 
blocks and sheets of early British 
Colonials, the early issues of most 
European countries and of America, 
Asia and Africa 

Many of these blocks and sheets 
are of stamps which for many 
years have been heard of only 
rarely in pairs. To take only one 
example, there is an unused block 
of 32 of the first penny stamp of 
Victoria (Australia) and there are 
pieces of equal interest from many 
other British Colonies and Foreign 
Countries. 

The stock is thus of unique in- 
terest to the specialist searching 
for outstanding items, which will 
give an exclusive cachet to his 
albums. 

The story of the purchase of the 
Lincoln stock is a romantic one. 
Dealers from several countries 
were in the field, and it was only 
after protracted negotiations, ex- 
tending over a period of six months, 
that the stock was finally acquired 
by Messers. Stanley Gibbons. 

Though the rarest portion of the 
stock has been in a safe deposit 
since the death of the late Mr. W. 
E. Lincoln, teh premises at Holles 
Street proved to be a_ veritable 
philatelic treasure-house, for every 
nook and cranny of the commodious 
offices and store-rooms were filled 
with stamps. On one occasion a 
sliding shelf refused to return to 
its niche and when the obstacle was 
removed, it proved to be a bundle 


of stamps catalogued at over £1200, 


which had probably been lying 
there for thirty or forty years! 
Messrs. Stanley Gibbons, Ltd., in- 
form us that further details of this 
historic 


purchase will be given 
from time to time in their mag- 
azine, Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly. 


It is understood that the businses 
of W. S. Lincoln has now been 
closed down and the whole of the 
stocks have been transferred to the 
premises of the fortunate purchas- 
ers. 


RED CROSS PLATE NUMBERS 

A perfect flood of letters from 
friends all over the country have 
reported enough new combinations 
to bring the total up to 229 this 
week. The graphic chart shows 
that all twenty-three of the red 
plates have been used, while all but 
four of the black ones have shown 
up. The black numbers 20466-7-8-9 
have not yet been found, so thus 
far we know of 16 black plates and 
twenty-three red ones actually 
used.
